This 
certificates testifies, in a word, to some degree of the “ all-round ” qualifi- 
cations necessary to those who take in hand the education of boys up to ten 
years of age, and of girls up to the age of sixteen or seventeen. At that 
age a girl should be able to specialise, and the aid of a highly qualified 
specialist should be called in. 

The Certificate will be awarded only when the student shows herself 
possessed of the — to adapt a phrase — enthusiasm of childhood, which makes 
all work of teaching and training heart-service done to God. 

The Parents' Union School issues a common curriculum for families and 
schools. Programmes of work and examination papers on them, in five 
classes (for pupils aged from 6-17), are sent to members term by term, and 
the pupils’ work is examined and reported upon.

The 
L" remarks will to some extent apply to the drawings and paintings. The 
colouring is often excellent, but sometimes too impressionistic to represent 
sufficiently the wonderful structures of plants and animals. For example, 
the vetoing of the leaves (so important in Nature Study) has in many of the 
Note-books been sacrificed to the general effect. I think therefore, either 
that a little more detail should be introduced into the drawings, or else small 
detailed drawings of special structures introduced, but always drawn from 
the actual structures and not from books. The drawing of dead birds is apt 
to produce a feeling of melancholy ; and I would suggest that they be only 
used to get the correct coloration for the figure of a living bird. 

There are still a few blank spaces “ to let,” in some of the books. The 
Lists are much improved, though the scientific names used by some students 
are not the most modern. 

We had our usual walk on June 9th, but owing to the bad weather in the 
morning, we had to wait until the afternoon before it cleared up sufficiently 
for us to set out. We assembled at Clappersgate bridge, and walked along 
the beautiful banks of the Brathay. Here the typical riparian flora and 
fauna of the district was well illustrated. Time would fail to tell of all the 
wonderful things we saw ; of the eager faces of the Students ; of the 
delightful talks ; of the sadness which fell upon our spirits when we received 
the marching orders to return. But many students have given an excellent 
account of this walk, and I need not say any more. 

I had also the pleasure of looking over the Student's gardens. There 
was evidently an increase of interest, and on the whole it was plain that more 
time and care had been spent upon them.

The Arithmetic 
was not good, a few answered all the questions set correctly, but question 
3 especially was found too difficult. The point upon which most went 
wrong was in not reckoning the profit upon the buying or cost price. Euclid 
showed pleasing advance upon previous examinations, there being several 
quite excellent papers done, but Algebra was not so successful. The result 
was slightly affected by an unfortunate omission in the 1st question for 
beginners.

The execution of music, and practice in the technique of the art is only 
one side of a musical training. It is also necessary to train the ear to an 
understanding of the classics, in order that a child may enter into the 
heritage which genius has bequeathed to him ; in order, too, that he should 
understand and love the literature of music, in the same way that we try to 
imbue him with an appreciation of all the great masterpieces of writers and 
painters. 

With this end in view, it is suggested that during the coming three 
months the teacher, parent, or any available friend, should play the following 
compositions to the children, beginning with one movement if necessary, 
and gradually extending the repertoire, until they become well-known and 
loved. If no executant is at hand, the services of a pianola need not be 
disdained, although, of course, it must be regarded as a second best. 


A daily musical half-hour of this nature will be found to awaken keen 
musical enthusiasm in the children, even in those who have shown no 
aptitude in their music lessons, and the idea of music will be lifted above the 
drudgery which is inseparable from the practice of technical difficulties. 


A clever teacher will further make use of this opportunity for hints on 
musical form and musical history, as brought out and illustrated in w a is 
being played. The pieces selected might be studied and per orme 
more advanced pupils themselves.

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WHAT IS THE PARENTS’ NATIONAL 
EDUCA1 IONAL UNION ? 


The Parents’ National Educational Union has arisen in 
response to a demand from thoughtful parents. It has grown 
out of their desire to study the laws which govern habit and 
the principles upon which to select ideas that inspire and educate ; 
their desire to know how to deal with hereditary tendencies and 
how to give intelligent supervision and guidance to the develop- 
ment of their children’s whole nature— physical, mental, moral, 
and spiritual. 

The rapid accumulation during late years of data bearing 
upon the interaction of body, mind and moral sense, has made 
it needful to reconsider many old-established ideas about 
Education. Parents and teachers are now aware that they must 
to some extent neutralize each other’s work and weaken its 
results, unless they take counsel together. 

The Union aims at giving opportunities for the study of 
Educational problems, and a meeting ground for intercourse 
between parents, teachers, and all who are interested in Educa- 
tion. Special stress is laid on the use of the word Education, 
in its widest sense, not as meaning instruction only, but the 
development of the whole nature, on the underlying principle 
that “ Character is everything.” The two functions of Educa 
tion (as it is understood by the Union), are the presentation 
ideas and the formation of habits.

1° spiritual organism with an appetite for all knowledge. 
This 7s its proper diet, with which it is prepared to deal ; 
and which it can digest and assimilate as the body does 
foodstuffs. 

This difference is not a verbal quibble. The Herbartian doctrine 
lavs the stress of Education (the preparation of knowledge 
in enticing morsels duly ordered) upon the teacher. 
Children taught on this principle are in danger of receiving 
much teaching with little knowledge; and the teachers’ 
axiom is “ the thing that matters is not what a child learns 
but how he learns it.” 


12 We, on the contrary, believing that the normal child has powers 
of mind which fit him to deal with all knowledge proper 
to him, give him a full and generous curriculum, taking 
care only that all knowledge offered to him is vital, that is, 
that facts are not presented without their informing ideas. 
Out of this conception comes our principle that, — 

13. “ Education is the Science of Relations ” ; that is, that a child 

has natural relations with a vast number of things and 
thoughts : so we train him upon physical exercises, nature, 
handicrafts, science and art, and upon many living books, 
for we know that our business is not to teach him all about 
anything, but to help him to make valid as many as may 
be of — 

“ Those first-born affinities ^ 
That fit our new existence to existing things.

Therefore, children should be taught, as they become mature 

e u°r? t0 K U r derStand sucb teachin g- that the chief respon 
sibihty which rests on them as persons is the acceptance 
or rejection of initial ideas. To help them in this choice 
we give them principles of conduct, and a wide range of the 
knowledge fitted to them. These three principles (15, 16 
and 17) should save children from some of the loose thinking 
and heedless action which cause most of us to live at a lower 
level than we need. 

We allow no separation to grow up between the intellectual 
and “ spiritual ” life of children, but teach them that the 
divine Spirit has constant access to their spirits, and is their 
continual Helper in all the interests, duties and joys of life.

Mrs. Lock's resignafon has been a matter of great regret to 
everyone connected with the P.N.E.U. Her enthusiast, c work 
has contributed so much to the growth and progress of the Umon 
that it was hoped it would be continued for many years. A 
severe operation necessitated a long rest, and. therefore, she 
was obliged to resign. The Executive Committee, as well as 
all Members of the Union, feel that much gratitude is due to 
Mrs. Lock for all she has done for the Union during the seven years 
of her Secretaryship. 

Miss Parish was elected General as well as Organizing

On October 14th, Miss Chalmers gave a lesson in Swedish drill to four of 
the school girls.
